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Canadian Surprise 


IN OVERTHROWING their Liberal 


government after 22 years, Canadian 
voters have confounded (he experts in 
much the same way Americans did in 
1948 when they returned Mr. Harry S. 
Truman to the presidency. Not since 
1935 had the Conservative party held 
sway in Ottawa. Canada was beginning 
to look to outsiders almost lik'e, a one- 
party country. To those Americans who 
believe that rotation in office is one of 
the prime necessities of an effective 
democracy, the Canadian example was 
puzzling. 


CANADA WENT on and on under 


the Liberal party, without evident ill 
effect. Jn fact, through war and post- 
war the nation has prospered as never 
before. Actually, however, the Liberals' 
rule was just two years longer than 
tha( maintained by our Democrats un- 
der Mr. Truman and Franklin D. Koose- 
velt. 
Yet somehow it has seemed 


longer. Perhaps the Canadians thought 
so too. The Tory leader, John Diefen- 
baker, campaigned on the theme of 
"lime for a change." He said thai in 
its 22 years al the helm the Liberal 


_parly had curtailed-parliamentary and 


iridiviauarilisertres. 
——- 


DIEFENBAKER made a lot of 


promises to the electorate, including 
more social services, more trade, and 
farm aid, somehow to be managed with 
tax cuts to boot. He may have trouble 
not only putting over Ihis program hut 
governing at all. For the Conservatives 
did not gain a clear majority over the 
Liberals. They need to have support 
from two minor parties, the Socialists 
and the Social Credit group, to sustain 
a ruling parliamentary margin. Cana- 
dian observers believe 
Diefcnbaker 


may seek another election before too 
many months in search of a clear 
majority. So outsiders, studying Cana- 
da's democracy with keen interest, may 
not have to wait long to learn whether 
this upset signals a real break in the 
Liberal line of control, or just a short 
interlude in the broad sweep of Cana- 
dian history. 


Greatest Crisis 


FOR A WAR FOUGHT .nearly a 


century ago, the great struggle between 
North and South still arouses astonish- 
ing interest. Every year see^ the publi- 
cation of new books about one or an- 
other aspect, many of these volumes 
being best sellers. Libraries attest the 
same 
popularity. An 
organization 


named the Round Table, formed in 
Washington in 1951, meets monthly to 
discuss events of the war. Starting with 
26 members, il now has over 100. There 
are 29 other Round Tables, all the 
way from Atlanla, Ga., to LaJolla, 
Calif. Still another branch has been 
organized al Ihe Armed Forces station 
at Wiesbaden, Germany, In the next 
few years the Round Table movement 
should receive a great impelus. Con- 
gress plans a Civil 
War Centennial 


Commission lo direct a nationwide cele- 
bration. The National Park Service is 
busy restoring battlefields and monu- 
ment sites, and building museums. 
Undoubtedly many state, civic, patriot- 
ic, hereditary and historical organiza- 
tions will participate. The bitterness of 
the war has long since been over. It 
still remains the crisis that most nearly 
threatened our national existence. It is 
now 
remembered 
chiefly 
(or 
its 


doughty warriors and brave deeds. In 
this respect il still enriches our history.

It en- 
courages conversation, lamour, and 
merely seeing. Paris seems lo have been 
built to be seen, and the sidewalk 
cafes are fascinaling from the stand- 
point merely of seeing the passing 
flow of people. With the decreasing 
work day and the long weekend, people 
nave more time in which merely to 
sit. And to sit in a sidewalk cafe is a 
singular pleasure. Even though real 
estate prices are high, sidewalk cafes 
might still be economically feasible 
They would do much for the social life 
ot" the American city.

Martin Urges GOP To Court Negro Vote 


WASHINGTON' - Behind t h e 


scenes 
in the cloakrooms and 


lobbies at the Capitol there is 
speculation about Ihe possible 
political effects in next year's 
crucial Congressional elections ot 
two issues now coming to the 
fore. 


These are: < l ) The bill to 


exempt natural gas producers 
from regulation by the Federal 
Power Commission and (2) the 
Eisenhower Administration's civil 
rights bill which stresses protec- 
tion of the right of Negroes to 
vote. 


They are being weighed for 


their political effect in big, popu- 
lous urban areas of the East and 
Middle West. 
For these regions 


seem sure to become the battle- 
ground, since Republicans must 


_make_inroads_thcre_it they - are 


to regain control of Congress. 


IN 
GAS consumer 
sections, 


which include big cities, people 
are aroused over the prospect 
of higher prices if the natural 
gas bill should become law and 
are being organized politically 
against it. 


The civil rights issue also is 


. important 
in 
the. big 
cities, 


especially in the ?:ast and indus- 
trial Middle West. There Negroes 
cast a large vote lhat in many 
cases ts a potential balance of 
power between '.he two parties. 


The ..significance of the civil 


rights issue explains what hap- 
pened behind the closed doors of 
a Republican party conference in 
Ihe House last week on the eve 
of the beginning of consideration 
of the Administration's c i v i l 
rights bill on the floor. 


Representative Joseph W. Mar- 


tin of Massachusetts, party floor 
leader, took the floor to urge 
support of the Administration's 
civil rights bill. 
He appealed 


simultaneously for Republicans to 
vole against the so called "jury 
I rial" amendment sponsored by 
Southern 
Democrats, 
recalling 


President Eisenhower's rejection 
of that amendment at a recent 
news conference. 


Then the Massachusetts veteran 


pulled from his pocket an analysis 
of last 'November's election in 
terms of the Negro vote. 
It 


showed a substantial shift away 
from the Democrats to President 
Eisenhower in big urban areas 
ir. the East and industrial Middle 
West. 


AS A MEANS of holding as 


much of that gain as possible in 
Ihe Congressional elections next 
year, the parly leader stressed 
to his colleagues the imporlance 
of the civil rights measure which, 
beyond its injunctive provisions 
lo protect the franchise, calls 
also 
for an e n l a r g e d 
and 


strengthened ciyiLngbts division 
in the Justice Department to 
investigate 
violations 
of 
civil 


liberties. 


Joe Martin was talking prac- 


tical politics to practical poli- 
ticians. 


What he has in mind is clear 


enough, too, to Democrats. They 
recognize the threat to their party 
in critical Northern areas if Re- 
publicans are able to hold the 
Democratic party responsible for 
rlelay and obstruclion lo 
civil 


rights legislation because of the 
tactics of its Southern wing. 


Northern Democrats likewise 


are seriously disturbed over dam- 
age to their party from the oil 
and gas wing, chiefly centered 
in the Southwest.

BECAUSE these two gentle- 


men fag the party with oil and 
because Democrats' manage this 


Congress, there is the danger 
that Democrats will gel inlo a

where 
they can 
be 


blamed by consumers if Ihe nat- 
ural gas bill becomes law, even 
though President Eisenhower is 
for it — and most emphatically 
new —and Ihough more Repub- 
licans than Democrats.voted for 
Ihe measure in the last Congress. 


For a lime it appeared that the 


gas bill was-likely to be stranded 
in Ihis session. 
That was after 


President Eisenhower announced 
his support of two. amendments 
designed to protect the consumer 
lhat were framed by the Office 
of Defense Mobilization. 
Imme- 


diately the oil industry protested, 
saying the amendments would 
defeat the purpose of the bill. 


NOW, HOWEVER, the Presi- 


dent has retreated in one of those 
inexplicable maneuvers frequent- 
ly seen in this Administralion. In 
a letter to Representative Oren 
Harris, chairman of the House 
Interstate Commerce Commitlee 
and sponsor of the gas bill in Ihe 
House, the President said he had 
offered the amendments "as of 
possible desirability, but they do 
not represent my fixed conclu- 
sions." 


He said further, "Whether or 


not they are adopted, I wish to 
re-emphasize Ihe importance of 
enacting natural gas legislation 
at this session of Congress." 


That raised Ihe hopes of Demo- 


cratic and Republican supporters 
of the bill, both for enactment by 
Congress and approval by the 
President who, you will recall, 
vetoed it in the last session. 


That, however, was not because 


of its principle—which he said he 
favored — but 
because 
of 
the 


"arrogant lobby" that promoted 
it. 
That lobby spent nearly ,S2 


million in its "education" cam- 
paign 
for the measure. 
Its 


agents slill are active, of course, 
but they are keeping out of sight.
